Chicago's court of domestic relations the 
second of ite kind to be established in the 
United States, will de opened April 3, and 
Municipal Judge Charlies N. Goodnow will 
preside over it. On that date the municipal 
courts wil bold their first sessions ih the new 
city hai. 

Judge Goodnow wes chairman of the com-

es a basis for the creation of the new court. 
His home ig at 7200 Duclid avenue. He has 
two daughters, Mildred, 18, and Ethel, 15 
years of age, who are students at St. Mary's 
ot the Woods school for girls near Terre 
Haute, Ind. | 

Mrs. Goodnow has been intensely interested 
in the judicial duties of her husband and par- 
ticularly since he entered upon a study of do- 
mestic conditions in Chicago. Judge Good- 
now said last night that he expected to carry 
many of the problems of the domestic court 
to his own hearthside, there to listen to the 
opinions of his wife and daughters. 


Will Welcome Home Advice. 


“In the end @ man must form his own 
opinions, but I shall be glad to know what 
members of my family think of conditions a 
they arise, he said. It tg difficult at the 
start to predict the part the new domestic 
court will play, but that it will be of advan- 
tags in the dispensing of justice can ecarcely 
be doubted. 

“The court wil hear only oases dealing 
with offenses against women and children in 
which the Munictpas court has fina) jurisdic- 
tion. It will not hear preliminary examina- 
tions of persone held for indictment by the 
grand jury, nor disorderly conduct cases 
under the city ordinances. The court of do- 
mestic relations will deal with the persons 
who make the child delinquent. Itwill work 
in harmony with the Juvenile court.“ 

Among the cases which will be handled by 
the court are those of mistreatment of 
children, Illegal sale of liquor and tobacco 
to minors, abduction of young chilgren, aban-

As they stood talking within a few feet’ 
of their homes a slug shotgun carried 
death last night to Antonio Dugo and Phil- 
lipi Maniscalsco, his friend. For years Dugo 
had run a poolroom at Milton avenue and 
West Oak street, a region known from its 
scarlet record as Death coruer ; for years 
Maniscalsco bad been his close friend,

Italian Betrays Slayer. 

The poltice have made two arrests and ad- 
vanced several theories The first of these— 
based upon the fact thet for the firat time in

Hand Is split by dissension. Working on this

Another theory connects the double killing 
with the murder Monday night of Pasquale 
Marcadnarno in front of his home at 807 West 
Taylor street. Marcadnarno had fied the Ca- 
morra in Italy, but they found him, at lest, 
and he died, like the others, before the shot- 
gun. 

The police mow from experience that not 
once in a thousand times does the true Medi- 
terranean born Itallan place his revenge in 
the hands of the law. 80, it may be, they ex- 
plein, that the deaths of last night were the 
sequel to thet of Marcadnarno. 


Police Make Arrest on “Tip.” 

One of the two arrests made was upon the 
information of Joe Dugo, brother of the 
murdered man. A few moments after he 
entered the police station an automobile con- 
taining Inspector J. L. Revere and Detect- 
ives Kranzen, Berwick, and Hansen ran 
from the Bast Chicago avenue station to 
the home of Tony Stradina, 912 Gafitt court. 
Stradina was arrested and taken to the police 
station. 

In his room were found two boxes of shot- 
gun shells end a freshly cleaned shotgun. 
One of the boxes contained shell such as 
killed the two men—brags shotgun shells 
loaded with rough slugs of lead. 

The other arrest was that of Lorenzo 
Maniscalsco, a witness of the shooting. 

Owing to the difficulty of obtaining infor- 
mation from the Italians the story of the 
murder is disconnected. 

Dugo and his friend, it seems, were stand- 
ing in front of and above the poolroom, which 
is in a basement below the dry goods store 
where Sevine was shot a year ago. They were 
almost exactly on the corner. A few feet 
away the stepe down to the poolroom dropped 
away into blackness. At the bottom of these 
steps a long, cement paved passageway led 
half @ block west to the blind wall of Gault 
court. It was lighted only by an occasiona) 
flicker from behind the drawn curtains of the 
basement dwellings on either side of the pas- 
sage.

paign afd of the Chicago Teachers federation 
by promising to Allow Miss Margaret Haley, 
‘business agent of the federation, to control 
the appointments to the school board in the 
event that Mr. Harrison should be elected 
mayor. 

The proposition is said to heave been 
made in the presence of three witnesses by 
Edward J. Tobin, county. superintendent of 
schools, elected on the Democratic ticket last 
November. Mn Harrison last night denied 
the charges; he said that “so far as he 
knew” he never had talked with Mr. Tobin. 

Mise Haley, detailing her charges, said 
she had rejected the proffera, instructed 
Mr. Tobin to inform Mr. Harrison that he 
(Harrison) had broken his word before; aleo 
that he already had given so many pledges 
of school board appointments that he could 
not fulfill new ones. She told him she would 
lay the matter before the federation. 


Federation Takes Action. 
This she did at the annual meeting of the 


gathered last Saturday in executive session. 
Akhough much excitement was caused by the 
disclosures? the matter was kept secfet until 
yesterday afitermoon, Rather than see a 
half truth told, the federation gave out the 
action of the teachers, which wes by unani- 
mous adoption of the following resolution: 

* Resolved, That the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation hereby indorses the action of 
its business representative, Miss Margaret 
Haley, in ret uaing to consider the propos 
tion of Oarter H. Harrison, candidate for 
mayor, made through his authorized per- 
sonal representative, Mr. Edward J.

three witnesses, ead being in substance 
es follows: _ 

“That Miss Healey meet with Mr. Harri- 


ence of such personeas Miss Haley should 
name and under such conditions ag she 
might specify to ingure good faith, proceed 
to an agreement under the terms of which 
Mr. Harrison should permit Miss Haley, 

in the event of his election as mayor, to 
control the appointments to be made by 
him upon the board of education, in return 

for which agreement and promise on the 

part of Mr. Harrison Miss Haley should 

support Mr. Herrison for mayor and use 
her influence to secure his election. 

We consider this offer an attempt to 
bribe our business representative, and we 
resent it with all the force there is in us, 
and we cordially support the action taken 
by Miss Haley. 


‘Miss Haley Tells the Details, 

Previous to the adoption of these resolu- 
tions Miss Haley informed the teachers of 
the conversation with Tobin.. She was asked 
yesterday regarding a current report that 
in addition to offering to allow her to name 
the school board appointees, Mr. Tobin on 
behalf of Mr. Harrison also had intimated 
that she herself could be or could name a 
successor to Mrs. Hila Flagg Young as su- 
perintendent of city schools. 

“There was #6 suggestion of such a na- 
ture,” replied Miss Haley. “When Mr. 
Tobin was shown into the outer office he 
said: 

“*T shall at Once come to my message. 1 
am authorized to speak to you as the official 


make any mistake about my authority, for 1 
am not here in my personal capacity, but es 
his authorized representative. Consider that 
what I am saying to you is being said by Mr 
Harrison.’ 

“He urged me to ‘exert on behalf of the 
teachers of Chicago my influence for Carter 
Harrison instead of for Charles E. Merriam. 
He told me I could dictate my own terms— 
using those words—and gave his word for it.

Plaintiff Tells Jury How Stock 
Broker Followed Hardens

New York, March 14.—{Specfal.}—The tak- 
ing of testimony in the suit brought by Per- 
cival L. Harden, a former Chicagoan, to re- 
cover from William T. Hoops, stock broker, 
$160,000 for the alleged alienation of the af- 
fectiong of Mrs. Maude Alene Sullivan Har- 
den-Hoops was begun today before Justice 
Pendleton in the Supreme court. 

By consent of counsel eleven jurors will 
hear the case. The panel was exhausted 
after eleven had been accepted.

Put Chauffeurs Under, Law, 

Considerable prozress was made during the 
day by Sidney S. Gorham, chairman of the 
legisiative committee of the Chicago Auto- 
mobile club, and Howard Hayes, assistant 
corporation counsel, in outlining proposed 
amendments to the au elawa.

All automobile Hoenses shall expire each 
year on the first day of January. 

It shall be a felony for any automobile 
driver to run down a person and then drive 
away without leaving his name and address. 

The color of the plate bearing the identifica- 
tion number of each automobile shall be 
changed each year by the secretary of state, 

Each city, town, and village shall regu- 
late the use and speed of motor vehicles. 

Each city, town, and village shall provide 
a rigid physical examination for all chauf- 
feurs.

Methods of Punishment for In- 
mates Are Given 0. K. by 
Authorities. 


Lilinols officials investigated alegations of 
brutality on the part of matrons toward in- 
mates of the State Reform School for Girls 
at Geneva yesterday. They found a lack of 
sufficient evidence to warrant charges 
against the authorities of the inatitution. | 


The investigation wapconducted by Charles 
Virden, agent for the state board of adminis- 


chief clerk of the state charities commission. 

The inquiry wae based upon the published 
affidavit of Minnie Hobart of Rock Island a 
formef inmate of the school, who asserted she 
had received 180 blows from a rubber hose 
in the hands of a matron. In her sworn 
statement she said she had been made to lie 
face downward.upon her bed, with her body 
covered with a wet sheet, and that she then 
was beaten. 

Seven persons were examined, among them 
witnesses named by Misa Hobart. Each de- 
nied any knowledge of the use of a rubber 
‘hose to beat incorrigible girls. 

A woman's rubber overshoe was the instru- 
ment used for spankilig. 


Various Methods Are Explained. 

The school’s methods of discipline were 
gone into thoroughly, and the testimony 
brought out these forme of punishment: 

Confinement to room. 

Deprivation of privileges. 

A seat in the straight chair.“ 

Whipping. 

Spanking. 

A class of cold water in the face. 

Dousing in a tub of cold water. 

Confinement in the strong room. 

The straight chair is a device invented 
by Mrs. Ophelia L. Amigh, superintendent , 
of the school, for the punishment of diso- 
bedient girls It is an original contrivance, 
although it resembles the stocks of the 
Puritans or a household Turkish beth de- 
vice. It isa straight backed chair, boxed in. 
Only the head of its occupant is visible from 
a hole in the top. There are three sizes— 
one for small, another for medium, and a 
third for large girls. The chairs are con- 
structed to permit considerable freedom of 
movement, but they hold the prisoners in an 
upright position. They were made by the

Corporal ishment Last Resort. 


There are two strong rooms located in the 
basement of the administration building. 
They aré about 8 feet long and 5 feet wide. 
Each contains a single bed. 

“When every other cure has failed we 
resort to corporal punishment,” said Mrs. 
Amigh. Not more than two or three giris 
are spanked or whipped each month. There 
are 500 of them here. Out of this number 
there are always a few who must be dealt 
with by force.

CHINA GETS RUSS ULTIMATUM 


Officials Surprised, Not Realizing 
Gravity of Situation. 


HOPE AMERICA WILL ACT. 


Foreign Residents of Peking Don’t 
Think United States Will. 


PEKING, March 14—The Russian minéis- 
ter. M Korostovets, delivered Russia's ulti- 
matum to the Chinese foreign board this aft- 
ernoon, It caused much surprise among the 
officials, who seemed not to realize the grav- 
ity of the situation. : 

M. Korostovets last week for the second 
time requested permission on behalf of his 
government to establish observation stations 
slong the Amur and elsewhere on the fron- 
tier. He desired to place doctors and police 
in Chinese border towne fer the purpose of 
effectively quarantining the frontier. Chine 
viewed this measure as an infringement on 
her integrity. 

It is expected here that the Russians will 
now settle many outstanding matters, includ- 
ing the plague quarantine, the dieputed fron- 
tler, the protection of the railway from 
Hungtze Hu, as well as trade, consular, and 
other differences in connection with the 
treaty of 1881.

BERLIN, March 14.—Count von Revent- 
low, the famous German writer, is about 
to publieh a critical opinion concerning the 
relations of the United States and Japan 
which, in view of the count's reputation here

The count aseerts Japan unquestionadly is 
preparing for an aggressive war against 
the United States with as much care as she 
prepared for the struggle with Russia. He 
says statesmen are convinced the thikedo’s 
empire cannot continue to exist ag a great 
power without absolute naval supremacy in 
the. Pacific, which also is indispenseble to 
her commercial) prosperity. 

“The desire for this supremacy is the log- 
ical result of Japan's efforts to command 
the Chinese markets and defeat the attempted 
conquest thereof by the Americans. seve the 
count. “Japan realizes she does not pos- 
sees the enormous financial! resources or the 
technical commercial efficiency of the Amer- 
cane. She also recognizes thet the United 
States has the means to expand her navy 
and army beyond e e eee 
compete.” 

Therefore, according to Count eatin, 
Japan's alm im to deprive the United States 
of all bases in the Pacific before the Amer- 
ican fleet has attained an overwhelming 
supremacy over that of Japan. 

It is clear that by seizing the Philippines, 
Heweli, and the American portion of Samoa, 
as well as Guam, Japan could create a per- 
manent and unalterable ad vantge for her- 
self. 

The count goes om to say there cam be no 
doubt but that Japan is now in a position to 
seize these islands.

. fn city and Sub- 
urbs Demand Increase 
of $1 Weekly.

Employers Given Until . Tomor- 
row to Comply with De- 
mands of Workers. 


So 
express companies threaten to strike unlese 
the employers grant demands for an increase 
in wages of $1 a week. A strike vote was 
taken by the Baggage and Parcel Delivery 
Drivers’ union, resulting in a mantmous ac- 
tion to walk out, and the strike was tndoreed 
at an evening meeting of the teameterw dis- 
trict council of the Chicago Teamsters and 
Helpers’ union. 

It was decided, however, to give the em- 
ployers until tomiorrow afternoon to compiy 
with the demands. This decision was report- 
ed to the employers at an evening meeting 
dend in the Great Northern hotel, where a 
committee of the drivers, headed by Secretary 
John Sheridan, presented the ultimatum of 
the union. 

The men demand a reise from $15 to $16 a 
week. At first the employers offered to 
renew the present agreement for two years, 
with an increage of $1 a week in the second 
year. This was refused ty the drivers, who 
voted to “stand pat” on their original de- 
mand At the evening meeting of the em-< 
ployers and the union committes « new offer 
was made. 

This time the employers offered to 
the agreement and give the men a ra! 

560 cents a week for the two years. It 
turned down. At the request of the « 
ployers for a iittte time the union commi 
agreed to postpone the Strike, which had been 
ordered to take effect at midnight, until 
fine! action could be teken at a full meeting 
of the association. 

Between 400 and 500 men will heave their 
wagons if the strike goes into effect. 

Jurisdictional troubles and internal fights 
of a large number of Chicago labor organize- 
tions were taken up for adjustment during 
the day at the opening session of the execu- 
tive council of the building trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of Labor. 
The sessions are held at the Briggs house and 
will continue several days.

With an unerring 
left he jabbed Moran incessantly and scored 
the points so rapidly that Moran was at times 
bewildered. Dancing in and out with re- 
markable footwork, the Chicago lightweight 
was so fast in landing blows and avoiding 
them thet he wae easily the master. 
Moran had the natural strength and a hard 
wallop in either hand, but McFariland’s de- 
fense was so invincible that few effective 


that he was outclassed in scientific boxing 
he tried rushing and slugging, but McFarland 
knew how to checkmate him at this style with 
beautiful skill. 

McFarland had the better of every round 
but the first, which was even up. He kept 
cool under fire and boxed cleanly and fairly. 
He did not lose his temper and was the sports- 
man always. Moran was extremely good na- 
tured, laughing repeatedly’ when hit and 


made no excuse for his defeat. 


Bout of Real Science, . 
The bout was purely one in which real 


+ science was displayed by both men and as the 


veteran, Charlie White, described It, one of 
the classiest seen in New York in many 
years.”’ : 
When the bout began McFarland, straight 
as a ramrod, sparred beautifully for a mo- 
ment/ He feinted with puzzling rapidity and 
then began shooting in light lefts to feel the 
Britisher out. As the battle progressed and 
MicFarland’s confidence in himself increased 
he began to speed up to the top. notch. Then 
it was that Moran discovered that he was op- 
posed by one of the greatest boxers the ring 
has ever produced. a 
McFarland was as quick as a flash. His 
hands shot in with great precision. If he 
didn’t lead he was blocking or ducking away 
from heavy swings. Up to the third round 
the men were extremely cautious and few 
hard blows reached their destination But 
in the third round McFarland had taken 
Moran’s measure. Moran rallied in the fourty 
round and tried to mix it at close quarters. 
McFerland was equa! to this emergency and 
showed that he knew as much about this kind 
of fighting as at long range. The fifth round 
bristled with fast boxing, but there was such 
a lack of heavy hitting that the crowd showed 
some displeasure. : 


Moran Pushed to Floor. 

In the sixth round MeFarland's speed was 
greater than ever. He foreed the issue so 
persistently that Moran was driven to the 
ropes, where he fell from the force of 6 
push, not a punch. McFarland had the 
Englishman beating a retreat under rapid fire . 
tactics in the seventh round, and for a mo- 
ment it looked as if something serious might 
happen. After that great boxing by McPFar- 
land carried him further to the front, and he 
won in a blaze of glory. 

“ McFarland was too heavy for me,” said 
Moran after he had dressed. He wag also 
too quick. I didn’t have my usual speed, 
thongh I felt good. Packey ‘en’t a hard. 
hitter, but I'll admit he is a clever boxer. 
I will box him again at 133 pounds at 8 p. m. 
and I'll bet $5,000 of my own money against 
$4,000 of his that I can beat him. I wants 
longer battle. however.” 

I had no trouble at all,” sald McFarland, 
who was all smiles. “‘ He didn’t hit me more 
than half a dosen times in the whole affair. . 
I was eatisfied to outpoint him, for I simply 
wanted to show my superiority as a boxer. 
I ate three square meals today, and yet 1 
weighed only 134 at scaling time. I dent 
believe I was more than seven pounds heavier » 
than Moran, who is a clever fellow and a 
dangerous puncher if he can land. But ae 
he couldn't land, he lost.“
